In what caſe then are thoſe adulterers, whiche 
fo: the loue of an whooꝛe put away theyꝛ true and 
tawfull wyfe, agaynſt all lawe, ryght,reaſon, and 
conſcience O damnable is the ſtate wherein they 
ſtande. Swift deſtruction ſhalfall on them, if they 
repent not, and amende not: foꝛ God wyl not euer 
anddeſppſed.He wytonee punithe this dai and 
and de once pun flechly and 
licentious maner ot liuing. and cauſe that this hos 
odinaunce ſhalbe had in reuerence and honoꝛ. 
2 ſurely wedlocke (as the Apoſtle ſayth) is hono⸗ 
rable among all men , and the bed vndefyled: 
But whoꝛemongers and foꝛnicatours GOD wil

To auopde fornication, adulterie, a al vn- 
cleanneſſe. let vs pꝛouide that aboue al thinges, we 
may heepe our hartes pure and cleane. from al euil 
thoughtes andcarnalitites : fo: yt that be once in 
fected and coꝛrupt, we fall headlong into all kynde 
of vngodlineſſe. This ſhal we caſiſp doo, yf when 
we feele in wardly, that Satan our olde enimie 
tempteth vs vnto whoꝛedome, we by no meanes 
conſent to his crafty ſuggeſtions. but valiantiy re- 
ſyſt a withſtand him by ſtrong fayth in the wooꝛde 
of god, alleaging againſt him alwayes in our hart, 
this commaundement of God: Scriptum eſt, non 
mæchabetis. It is written, Thou ſhalt not commit 
whoꝛedome. It ſhalbe good alſo foz vs, euer to lyue 
in the ſeare ol God, and to ſet befoze our eyes, the 
greeuous thꝛeatnynges of GO Dagayntt all vn⸗ 
godly ſinners, and to conſyder in our minde, howe 
kyichy. beaſtly , and ſhoꝛt that plealure is, where⸗ 
92 —— — * | 
nd agapne, payne appoynted ko: 
that ſinne,is intollerable andeuerlaſtyng. Moꝛe⸗ 
ouer, to bſe a b and ſobꝛietie in eatyn 
and d2ynking, to eſchewe vncleane communicati⸗ 
on, to auoyde all fylthy * — to flee idleneſſe, 
to delyght in readyng holy Deriptures, to watche 
RY in 


agay uſt adulterte. 
in godly pzaxers and vertuous meditations , and 
at all tymes, to exerciſe ſom? godlp trauayies,fhall 
helpe greatly vnto the eſchewpng of whoꝛedome. 
And here are all degrees to be moniſhed, whe⸗ 
ther they be maried of vnmaried, to loue chaſti⸗ 
tie and cleanneſſe of iyfe. Foz the maried are bound 
by the lawe of God ſo purely to loue one another, 
that neyther of them ſceke anp ſtraunge loue. 
The man muſt onely cleaue to his wpfc, and the 
wyfe agayne onelp to her huſbande: they mult ſo 


delyght one in anothers companie, that none of 
them couete any other. And as gre bounde 
thus to lyue toge in all and hone⸗ 


ſtie, ſo lykewyſe is their duetie, vertuoully ta 
bꝛyng vp theyꝛ chyldꝛen, and to pꝛouide that they 
fall not into Satans ſnare., noꝛ into any vn⸗ 
cleanneſſe, but that they come pure and honeſt vn- 
to holp wedlocke, when tyme requyzeth . So like⸗ 
wyſe ought all maiſters and rulers to pꝛouide that 
no whoꝛedome, noꝛ any poynt of vncleanneſſe be 
vſed among their ſeruauntes , Ind agayne, they 
that are ſingle, and feele in them ſelues that they 
tan not lyue without the compante of a woman, 
let them geat wyues of theyꝛ owne, and lo lyue 
godly togeather: Foz it is better to marrie then to 
Ine, 


And to auoyde foznication,ſayth the JpoſHle, let 1.Cor.7, 


euery man haue his owne wyfe.,. and every wo⸗ 
man her owne huſbande. Finally, al ſuch as feele 
in them ſelues a ſufficiencie and habilitie though 
the woozking of Gods ſpirite) to leade a ſole and 
continent lyte, let them ey God koꝛ his gt,

This contention and 
ſtrife was in Saint Paules tyme among the Co⸗ 
rinthians, and is at this tyme among vs Engliſhe 
men. Foꝛ too many there be whiche vpon the Ale 
benches oꝛ other places, delyght to ſet fooꝛth cer⸗ 
tayne queſtions, not ſo much parteynyng to edift- 
cation, as to vayne alozy , and ſhewyng foozth of 
theyꝛ cunnyng, and ſo vnſoberlp to reaſon and dif 
pute, that when neyther part wyll geue place to 
other, they fall tochydyng and contention , and 
lometyme from hot woꝛdes, to further inconuent⸗ 
ence. S. Paul coulde not abyde to heare among 
the Coꝛinthians theſe wooꝛdes of diſcoꝛde oz dil⸗ 
cention, J holde of Paul, Jof Cephas, ago t.Cor.z, 
Apollo: udhat would he then ſay, yr he heard t 278 
wooꝛdes of contention ( whiche be nowe almoſt in 
euery mans mouth.)

à man, ſee that ve eate not. Now here conſider that n 
Saint Paul numbꝛeth a ſcoulder, a bzawler, oꝛ a e 
pycker of quarelles, among theeues and idolaters, picking. 
and many tymes commeth leſſe hurt of a theeke, 

then of arapling tongue: foꝛ the one taketh away 

à mans good name, the other taketh but his rp» 
cheſle, whiche is of muche leſle value and eſtimati⸗ 
ou,then is his good name. Ind a theele hurteth 
buthym from whom he ſtealeth: but he thathath 

an euyl tongue, troubleth all the towne where he 
dwelleth, and ſometyme the whole countrey. Ind 

a raplyng tongue is a peſtilence ſo full of contagi⸗ 
ouſnelle,that Saint Paul wyllech Chꝛiſtian men ;,Cor,s

I Pet. 2. he was reupled, dyd not vſe reupling woozdes a⸗ 
gapne, and when he ſuffered wꝛongkfullp, he dyd 
not thꝛeaten, but gaue all vengeaunce to the 
iudgement of his father whiche iudgeth righttul 
ly. And what crakeſt thou of thy head, yr thou 
labour not to be in the body ? Thou canſt be no 
member of Chꝛiſt, pt thou folo we not the 
Eſai.4 of Chꝛiſt: who as the Pꝛophete ſayth) was 
to death lyke a Lambe, not opening his mouth to 
reuyung, but openyng his mouth to pꝛaying fo: 
them that crucified hym,ſaping, Father, fozgeue 
Luke.2z. them, foz they cannot tell what they doo. The 
Ates.7, whiche example, anone after Chꝛiſt, Saint Ste⸗ 
uen dyd lolo we, and after Saint Paul: me be cupl 
ſpoken of (ſayth he) and we ſpeake well: we ſuffcr 
tion, and take it patiently: Men curſe vs, 
I. Cor. and we gently entreate. Thus ſaint Paul taught 
| that he oyd, and he dyd that he taught . Blelle 
you (ſayth he) them that perſecute. pou: bleſſe 
you, and curſe not. Js it a great thyng toſpeake 
well to thyne aduerſarie, to whom- Chefſt do⸗

al to nought, dyd not 
gayne, but ſapde patiently, Suffer hym to ſpeake 
eupl, yt perchaunce the Loꝛde wyll haue mercie 
on me. Yiſtoztes be full of examples of Heathen 
men, that tone very meekely both oppꝛobꝛious and

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deedes. Ind ſhall thoſe heathen excell in patience 
vs that p2ofelle Chꝛiſte, the teacher and example 
of all patience 7 Liſander, when one dyd rage a- 
gaynſt hym, in reupling ol hym, he was n 
mooued, but ſayde, Goe to, goe to, ſpeanke agayn 
me as muche and as ofte as thou wylt, and leaue 

out nothyng, yt perchaunce by this meanes thou 
mapeſt diſcharge thee of thoſe noughtie thynges, 
with the which it h that thou art ful laden, 
Many men ſpeake euill of al men, becauſe they can 
ſpeake well of no man.

He ere nder 
turne, and that to his enimie . Js it not a ſhame 
foꝛ vs that pꝛoteſſe Chꝛiſte, to be wooꝛſe then Hea⸗ 
then people, in a thing cheefely parteynyng to 
Chnites religion? hal philoſophie them. 
moꝛe then Gods wooꝛde ſhall vs? Mall 
naturall reaſon pzeuaple moze with them, then res 
ligion ſhall with vs? ſhall mans wyſedome leade

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them to thoſe thynges, wherevnto the heauenly 
doctrine can not leade vs? what bltndneſſe, wyl- 
fulneſſe oꝛ rather madneſſe is this? Pericles being 
p2ouoked to anger with many vilanous woozdes, 
anſweared not a wooꝛde. But we, ſtirred but with 
one little woozd, what foule woozke doo we make: 
Howe doo we fume, rage, ſtampe, a (fare lye mad 
men! Many men, ot euer trifle wyll make a great 
matter, a oł the ſparke of a litle wooꝛd, wyll kyndle 
agreat — all thinges in the woozlt part. 
But howe muche better ts it, and moze lyke to the 

example and doctrine of Chꝛiſt. to make rather ol a 
Fe-/ons to great fault in our neighbour, a ſmall fault, reaſo⸗ 
eee nyng with our ſelues after this ſo;te , He ſpake 
Lane, theſe woozds, but it was in a. apne heate,ozthe 
© dzinkeſpake them. and not he, oꝛ he ſpake them at 
the motton of ſome other, oꝛ he ſpake them be 
ignoꝛaunt of the trueth, heſpake them not 
me, but agaynſt him whom he thought me to be. 
But as touchyngeuyl ſpeakyng. he that is redy to 
ſpeake euyll agaynſt other men, fyꝛſt let him exa⸗ 
mine him ſelle, whether he be faultleſſe and cleare 
of the fault whiche he fyndeth in another.

Il the 

fault, whereof he is ſlaundered, be ſuche, that foz 

the defence ol his honeſtie, he muſt needes make 

anſweare , let hym anſweare quietly and ſoftly, 

on this faſhion , That thoſe faultes be layde a- 

gaynſt hym falſely . Fox it is trueth that the wyſe Prou, rs. 

man ſayth 4 ſoft antweare alſwageth anger, 

and an harde and ſharpe anſweare, doeth ſtirre vp 

rage and furie. The ſharpe anſweare of Nabal, . Re. 25. 

dyd pzouoke Dauid to cruel vengeaunce: but the 

gentle woꝛdes of Abigail quenched the fire againe 

that was all in a flame , Ind a ſpectall remedie a- 

gaynſt malitious tongues, is to arme our ſelues 

with patience,meckeneſle, and ſilence, leaſt with 

multiplipng woꝛdes with the enimie, we de made 

as euil as he. But they that can not beare one euyl 4nobictti, 

woꝛde peraduenture foz their owne excuſe wyll a⸗ 

leage that whiche is witten: He that deſpiſeth his 

good name, is cruel. Allo wereade,Jnſwereatoole pon 2g 

accoꝛding to his fooliſhneſſe. Ind our Loꝛde Jeſus 

dyd holde his peace at certayne curl ſayinges: but 

to ſome he anfweareddiligently, Ye heard men cal 


hym a Damaritane; q Carpenters ſonne, a wyne 
N ut vzpniier, 
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ohn. ig. dꝛynker, and he helde his peace: but when he heard 
them lay. Chou haſt the deuyl within thee, he an- 
4"/weare. IWeared to that earneſtly. Trueth it is in dede, that 
there is a time, when it is conuentent to anſweare 
a foole accoꝛding to his fooliſhneſſe, leſt he ſhoulde 
ſeeme in his owne conceyte to be wyſe. And ſome⸗ 
time it is not pzofitabie to anſweare a foole accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to his ſoolichneſſe, leſt the wyſe man be made 
like to the foole, nahen our infamie, oꝛ the repzoche 
that is done vnto vs, is iopned with the peryll ol 
many, then ib is neceſſarie in anſwearyng, to be 
quicke q readp . Foꝛ we reade that many holy men 
of good zeales,hath ſparpely a fiercelybothſpoken 
and anſweared tyꝛantes a euyl men: which ſharpe 
woꝛds came not ot anger. rancoz, oꝛ malice, oz de- 
ſire of vengeaunce, but of a feruent deſyꝛe to bꝛyng 
them to the true knowledge of God, and from vn⸗ 
godly lyuing, by an earneſt and ſharpe rebuke and 
Math. 3. chyding. In this zeale, Saint John Baptiſt cals 
led the Phariſees , Adders bꝛoode: and Saint 
Gala. 3. Paulcalled the Galathians. fooles: and the men 
of Crete, he called lyers, euyl beaſtes, and luggiſhe 
Titus. i. belies: and the falſe Ipoſtles, he called dogges. 
Philip. 3. ànd crattie woozkemen, Ind thts zeale is godly, 
and to be allowed, as it is playnely pꝛooued by the 
example of Chꝛiſt, who although he were the 
fountayne and ſpꝛyng of al meekneſſe,gentleneſle, 
Math.2z andſoftneſſe: pet he called the obſtinate Scribes 
and Phariſees, blind gupdes, fooles, paynted gra- 
ues,hypocrites,ſerpentes,adders bꝛood, a coꝛrupt 
and wycked generation. Iſoherebuketh Peter
